Who Can Carry New York. 

The leading men of the republican party 

were as loud in crying that it would be 
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| before the Minneapolis convention, as the 


leaders of the democracy were in claiming 
that Cleveland could not. 

Now the leaders of both parties declare 
that both nominees can carry the Empire 
State. The New York delegation is un- 
doubtedly sorely vexed at the ‘action of the 
convention, but they have expected it since 
Monday. They are democrats to the core, 
however, and will now pull off their coats 
and go to work to elect Grover Cleveland 
president and Adlai E. Stevenson vice pres- 
ident. They declare that if such a thing is 
possible they: will carry New York for the 
ticket, and they, at least, believe they have 
a better chance of winning than the repub- 
licans. Murphy, Croker, Sheehan afd, in- 
deed, all the New Yorkers, declare fonight 
that they will leave no stone unturned to 
bring out every democratic vote in fle sfte 
of New York, and they likewise declare that 
Senator Hill is just the kind of a democrat 
to take the stump for the nominee of the 
party. 

The Defeat of Gray. 

The anti-Cleveland men won one victory 
in the long fight. ‘That was in the conven- 
tion today, when Stevenson was nominated 
for we vice presidency. The programme of 
the Cleveland people. was to put Gray 
on the ticket. They had promised this to 
the Indiana delegation for their support of 
Cleveland. Until that deal was made the 
Indiana people swore that Cleveland could 
not carry their state, and they would not 
vote for him. Whitney made the proposi- 
tion, however, and they eagerly grasped it.

Indeed, 
he is a democrat through and through. He 
exhibited that when he held the position of 
assistant postmaster general under Mr. 
Cleveland. He always managed to find a 
democrat for every office who was better 
than the republican holding it. The New 
York people say that Stevenson is a demo- 
erat after the heart of the New York demo- 
crat, and that his nomination will hold the 
mudsill democracy of the Empire State to 
the ticket. Stevenson is likewise popular 
in Indiana, and the opinion is heard on all 
sides tenight that the ticket is more certain 
of Indiana with him than it would have 
been with Gray, as the Indiana man has 
many enemies in the party in his own state, 
while the Illinois man has none, and will 
poll every democratic vote.

An Incident of the Fight. 

While the democrats are now all together, 
presenting a united front for Cleveland and 
Stevenson, the fight against the nomination 
of Mr. Cleveland in the convention ’ was 
about as bitter as could be. One of the 
strongest efforts made to defeat his nomi- 
nation was in the committee on resolutions. 
The coinage men, in the first place, attempt- 
ed to put in a plank that: he could not 
stand on.

But the most inter- 
esting fight of the convention was the tariff 
plank. The first plank was about as the 
substitute adopted by the convention, which 
was drawn by Henry Watterson. But, be- 
fore the committee, Mr. Whitney, through 
Mr. Vilas, offered the plank reported, which 
he announced was drawn by Mr. Cleve- 
land. He desired it just that way. When 
Henry Watterson read it, he denounced 
it as a straddle, and immediately drew up 
the substitute which Mr. Neal, of Qhio, 
offered, and which the convention adopted, 
notwithstanding it had the disapproval of 
the Cleveland managers.

Ohio got into line 
amid great cheers. Missouri climbed over 
the wall, Georgia was close behind, and 
Kentucky came next. The flock of states 
outside of Stevenson’s coops came to cover 
with a rush of wings and flutter of feathers. 
It became only a question of time, and 
when a two-thirds vote for Stevenson had 
been obtained the nomination was  an- 


nounced. 

The usual resolutions of thanks to the 
officers were passed, and the national com- 
mittee nominations were made. 

General Patrick Collins, of Massachu- 
setts, then took the platform and moved 
that the democratic committee should, at 
the next national convention, provide ac- 
commodations only for delegates, alternates, 
the press, national committees, but for no 
others. This was demanded in view of 
the gallery interruptions that are possible 
and have been demonstrated. 

The resolution was before the house when 
one of the electric arc lamps fell among 
the delegates and a stampede was imminent 
for a time. No harm, however, was done.

SKETCH OF STEVENSON. 


Born-and Reared in Kentucky—His Public 
Services. 

Washington, June 23.—The nomination by 
the Chicago democratic convention of Adlai 
E. Stevenson as the candidate of the party 
for vice president was received in Washing- 
ton with every manifestation of popular ap- 
proval. It‘is not too much to say that Mr. 
Stevenson has as many warm personal friends 
here as any official who ever held public office 
in the district. He was, while in Washington, 


‘equally popular with both political parties and 


possessed the ccnfidence and friendship of 
President Cleveland and every member of 
his cabinet, and had the regard and esteem 
of democrats and republicans in congress 


alike. At the postoffice department where he ‘ 


was first assistant postmaster general under 
the Cleveland administration, many of the em- 
ployes today expressed their gratification that 
this great honor had been -conferred upon 
their former chief. Mr. Stevenson’s admin- 
istration of postoffice affairs was able and 
thorough and he gained for himself an envi- 
able record for efticlency and executive abil- 
ity. Democrats of this city consider him an 
exceptionally strong candidate. 

Mr. Stevenson was born in 1835, in Christian 
county, Kentucky, near the birthplace of 
Abraham Lincoln. His parents removed from 
North . Caroli to Kentucky, one of his an- 
cestors being a signer of the Mecklenburg 
declaration of indepepdence. At twenty years 
of age Mr. Stevenson graduated from Centre 
college, Kentucky, and married Miss Lettie 
Green, daughter of the president of that in- 
stitution. Among his classmates were Sena- 
tor Blackburn, Senator Davidson, of Florida; 
ex-Governor MeCreary and many other dis- 
tinguished men. Soon after graduating Mr. 
Stevensam removed to ‘Dlinois, where he 
studied law with the late David Davis, and was 
admitted to the bar at Bloomington. He rose 
rapidly in his profession, and was elected 
prosecuting attorney of McLean county. He 
was a presidential elector in 1884, and was 
twice elected to the house of representatives 
as a democrat from a district largely repub- 
lican. He was appointed first assistant postmas- 
ter general by Cleveland July 6, 1885. One 
of the last official acts of President Cleveland

was to nominate Mr. Stevenson for justice of |

IN RESCINDING THE ORDER FOR IT. 


‘Good Reasons by Military Officers Why 
the Battle Might Do More Harm 
Than Good—-A Skirmish Drill, 


Camp Northen, June 23.—(Special.)—'The 


\ seecinding of the order by Governor Nor- 


then for the sham battle which was in- 
tended for tomorrow, has been discussed 
in all its phases, both by the citizens of 
Griffin and the camp officers. 

Some of the citizens seem Inclined to 
criticise the governor adversely on his 
course in the matter, while the camp and 
army officers hold that it would have been 
bad policy to have the battle. That no 
good could result from it, and there was a 
possibility of a good deal of harm coming 
out of it. 

The Constitution sought Colonel Jones, 
commandant of camp, last night and learn- 
ed his objection to be about as follows: 

“The men are and have been engaged in 
target practice on the rifle range all the 
week, and are not through yet. This prac- 
tice is very necessary and to take the half 
day for the battle with the uncertainty of 
the weather might interfere with the com- 
pletion of this practice which is of infinitely 
more benefit than a dozen sham battles. 
Then too, the boys have been shooting the 
ball cartridge, might have some on their 
person and in the excitement use them in- 
stead of the blank cartridge.” Colonel 
Jones further said he became convinced at 
Chickamauga last year that the sham bat- 
tles did more harm than good; that in the 
excitement two companies came right to- 
gether and were firing in the faces of each 
other, and that Colonel Yaucey had to ride 
between the lines to keep them from 
charging with bayonets, so excited had they 
grown over the fight. One of the men in 
the battle had his arm shot off, while sey- 
eral had their faces badly burned with 
powder which kept the surgeons at work 
all night gettng it out. 

But we will see a little skirmish by the 
regulars, and if it comes up to their other 
work will fully repay any one for the trou- 

le of a Visit to the camp. 

It will be executed under the extended 
order skirmish firing, and will be kept up for 
some little time by advancing and retreating 
over the ground. ‘this is a movement soldiers 
ought to know, and it is said will do them 
more good than half a dozen sham battles. 
but at the same time the eople are not 
satisfied at the change and feel that Governor 
Northen has not treated them right in allow- 
ing the announcement made officially and 
then revoking it, after it has been so thorougly 
advertised. they argue it will prove an in- 
jury. to the city, and as the city has been so 
generous to the state, her chief executive 
should show some consideration for our wishes. 

Another thing. engaging the attention of all 
who have political bent of mind is the nomina- 
tion of Cleveland at 3:40 o’clock this morning. 
This is a Cleveland stronghold, and hence a 
great many are rejoicing over his victory in 
Chicago, while others wonder if he will be as 
successful in November as he was in the 
early hours of this morning. 

here are many doubting Thomases encoun- 
tered, but all agree the thing to do, is to 
lay aside preference of men and work for the 
interest ot the democratic party.

THE BRUTE IN JAIL. 


He Narrowly Escaped Lynching, and Is Not 
Safe from It Yet. 

Alpharetta, Ga, June 23.—(Special.)— 
George Howell, a brutish-looking, middle- 
aged negro, was arrested near Warsaw last 
Sunday evening for assault with intent to 
rape on the person of Miss Avia Bird, a 
refined and intelligent young lady, living 
near that place. Howell still lives, and 
now languishes in the Alpharetta jail, 
thanks to a few cool heads in the vicinity 
where the outrage occurred. 

Last Friday night, about 9 o’clock, Miss 
Avia Bird was awakened by a noise in her 
bedroom. Raising up and peering into the 
darkness, she was horrified to see a big, 
black negro standing in a few feet of her, 

reparing to strangle her. The young lady 
vegan screaming, which soon aroused the 
household. The negro at once made for the 
window through which he had entered, and 
made his escape. Several men started in 
pursuit, which lasted until past midnight, 
without success. Saturday morning Bailiff 
Sprouse got hold of a clue, and, with 
several other gentlemen, the day was spent 
in a fruitless search for the scoundrel. 

Sunday morning the bailiff secreted him- 
self near a house where the negro usually 
visited. About 10 o’clock the bailiff saw 
the negro coming, but the latter saw the 
bailiff, and turned to run. Then began an 
exciting race. The negro led the chase 
around the garden fence for fifteen minutes, 
keeping about twenty-five steps ahead of 
Mr. Sprouse. Finally the latter jumped the 
garden fence, intending to head the negro 
off. As soon as he had done this the negro 
broke for the woods. Mr. Spreuse being 
then on the inside of the fence, the negro 
got a good start. But to jump back was a 
matter of only a few seconds, and, in less 
time than it takes to tell it, almost, Bailiff 
Sprouse had the villain in custody. 

The negro confessed his guilt at the com- 
mitment trial, and was at once brought to 
Alpharetta jail. ; 

The news of the negro’s capture caused 
intense excitement, and it was with diffi- 
culty the brute was prevented from being 


lynched. 


HE COUGHS UP BONE, 


A Strange Case Which Is Puzzling the 
Albany Doctors. 


Albany, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—There 
is a case in Albany which promises to be 
one of interest to the physicians. Cannon 
Parham is a negro man well known to 
nearly everybody in Albany, because he 
has been a familiar figure on the streets 
for many years. There is something the 
matter with him, and it may develop into 
something entirely. new in. the medical 
world. For several months Cannon has 
been troubled with a cough, which, instead 
of getting better, grew steadily worse. 
Cannon’s severe cough finally developed, 
as every one thought, into consumption. He 
has had two or more hemorrhages, but not 
very severe ones. So far this is just the 
road a consumptive travels, but here it is 
that the case changes and develops into 
something entirely out of the ordinary. 
When Cannon is attacked bf a_ severe 
coughing fit now he coughs up bone. At 
least it is a substance as hard as bone and 
of a very white color. It has a rough, un- 
even surface and has every appearance of 
bone. C 


_ Cannon says the coughing on such 
occasions is very painful. The substance, 
bone or whatever it is, is of irregular size 
and is usually about as large as the end 
of your little finger. The attention of a 
prominent physician has been called to the 
case, and he intends to make a thorough 
examination into this matter. There is 
certainly something strange about this 
case, and future developments will be care- 
fully watched.

Are Sworn Out Against Walker for It 
tempted Rape, 


AND HE WILL BE TRIED ‘MONDAY, 


He Was Brought Before Justice Manning 
Yesterday for Trial, but Asked 
: for Time, 


Between his two accusing daughters and 
before Justice Manning, George Walker 
stood nervously and evidently sadly un- 
done, fingering a red bandanna, yesterday. 

His voice was dry and husky as_ he 
begged for more time in which to get up his 
witnesses, | 7 

Wednesday morning Patrolman Jett, the 
officer who arrested Walker, went before 
Justice Manning and swore out two war- 
rants against Walker, charging him with 
attempting rape upon his two daughters, 
Ida and Lula. 

The officer signified his intention of pros- 
ecuting the case and having Walker pun- 
ished if proven guilty. 

Justice Manning set the case for a hear- 
ing at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, and at 
that hour Walker was taken from the po 
lice station and carried to the courtroom. 

His two daughters were already there 
accompanied by two ladies and Mrs. 
Hood, Walker’s mother-inlaw, and her 
two young daughters. 

Quite an array of witnesses and specta- 
tors were present. 

When the case was called Walker's 
daughters occupied seats, one on either 
side of the justice. When Walker was 
called for he stepped forward between the 
two girls, but gazed at the floor without 
noticing them. 

The oldest girl looked stolidly at her fa- 
ther, while the younger one continually 
brushed tears from her eyes that were red 
with weeping. 

There were no lawyers in the case. Walk- 
er arose on his behalf and asked that the 
case be postponed fom two days. He said 
he wanted time to get up witnesses by 
whom he expected to prove that the girls 
had told conflicting stories about the mutter, 
and then he expected to impeach their tes- 
timony. 

While he was talking he shuffled uneasi 
ly about and kept transferring a big red 
handkerchief from his hands to his pocket. 
He was ill at ease and didn’t enjoy the or- 
deal to which he was being subjected. 

Justice Manning. postponed the case as 
Walker: asked, giving him until Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock to get up his wit- 
hesses. 

At that hour Monday. the case will be 
tried. Meantime Walker is in cell No. 7 
at the police station. 

The younger girl, Ida, was very ill yes- 
terday and was almost unable to be pres- 
ent at the trial.

“Pallas.” 


Macon, Ga., June 20, 1892,—Colonel Bla- 
lock. Dear Sir: I beg leave to offer the fol- 
lowing suggestion (with reasons therefor) as 
to the name suitable for the suburban town 
of Manchester. Let the town be called Pallas, 
to be pronounced not Pallus, but as spelled. 

Reasons—1l. Minerva, called by Homer, and 
subsequently by the Greeks in general, Pallas 
Athene, was the goddess of wisdom. She was 
the especial presiding divinity of Athens, the 
cit of learning, philosophy, culture, art. 
Athens has been a favorite name for such a 
city as yours is to be, witness our own Clas- 
sic City, the seat of our State university. 
Pallas suggests equally well the associations 
connected with Athens and makes even more 
prominent the idea of wisdom and learning 
to which the city is to be devoted. 

. The name is euphonious, striking, easily 
pronounced and suitable as the name of a 
place, Compare with Paris. Same initial 
consonant, same vowel in first syllable, same 
final consonant, same number of syllables, a 
much better name. Yet Paris is considered 
excellent. Compare with Dallas. Only the 
{nitial consonant different, and Dallas is a 
striking name, and considered suitable for one 
of the best towns in Texas. It avoids the 
sameness in At-lanta and At-tica. Moreover 
Attica was a country and does not concen: 
trate the attention upon the ideas of educa- 
tion and wisdom so well as Athens or Pallas. 

3. Meaning—Pallas is most generally de- 
rived from pallax, a youth or maiden, the 
latter predominating. This town is to be de- 
voted to the education of youths, and the first 
enterprise underaken is a college for maidens. 
In this connection may be mentioned the 
temple .to Minerva at Athens, called the 
Parthenon. It would not be inappropriate to 
call the college Parthenon college, or perhaps 
Parthenia college, parthenas meaning a 
maiden. The college or the chapel might be 
in some degree modeled after the Parthenon.

June 23.—The §all-absorbing 
topic in speculative circles is the “Hatch” 


bill. How can a body of intelligent men 
such as are supposed to represent the people 
of the United States explain their paradoxical 
position to the people who sent them there 
after voting for a measure of this kind. They 
imtroduce the bill.into the house.and say this 


is a bill for revenue only. The test of the 
bill is a bill to prevent making contracts for 
the future delivery of all kinds gf farm prod- 
ucts. Is it right? Can any honorable, con- 
scientious man say it is right; that this bill 
is for revenue only? It is very clear from the 
reading of the bill itself that it is not for 
revente and no revenue can be derived from 
it. For our part we feel very indifferent 
whether it passes or not. If it passes and is 
wrong, the wrong will fall upon the heads of 
those who committed the wrong. We cannot 
ignore tbe fact, however, that its influence 
so far is having a very disastrous effect upon 
the vast cotton and other farm products of 
this great country. There was not - trading 
enough in wheat to produce any local feature. 
The parties who were long on July corn at- 
tempted to take advantage of the advance 
this morning, and realize on their sellings. 
There were quite liberal buying orders from 
the unpromising localities, in lLUlinois and 
Iowa, which enabled holders to realize some- 
what. The continued large receipts gre a 
depressing feature in the lower grades. Re- 
ceivers generally believe there will be much 
lighter receipts next week. 

The receipts of hogs during the past week 
have been quite liberal and unless there is 
a material decrease it will be very difficult 
to sustain prices in hog prodnct.

AND JUD IS SAD. 


A Story of a Soaring Ambition and of Dis- 
appointed Hopes. 


Mr. Jud Glenn, the clerk of the recorder’s 
court, is sorely vexed in spirit, and the 
cause of his distress is connected with the 
office recently vacated by Judge King. 

The story of Jud’s sorrow and its cause, 
came out yesterday. 

It seems that Mr. Glenn was an aspirant for 
the judge’s place, and the effort he undertook 
to secure the ermine forms quite a readable and 
interesting story. 

The interest is heightened by the fact that 
Judge King has now in his possession a lot 
of notes amounting to about five hundred dol- 
lars, and they bear the signature of Mr. 
Glenn. . 

It will be remembered that Judge King sent 

in his resignation a few days ago, and that the 
grand jury appointed Captain J. G. Blood- 
worth as his successor. There had been an 
understanding between Judge King and Mr. 
Glenn to the effect that Mr. Glenn was to suc- 
ceed the judge when the office should be va- 
cated, and to this end it was thought that the 
grand jury would act in harmony with the 
arrangement. 
“Jud gy, Tt-appenrs, tis been unxfous for 
a long time to lay aside the “cares of office,”’ 
and the idea of sending in his resignation was 
not a new or a sudden one. He considered, 
however, that the office, which he had held 
for such a long time, and which, by careful 
work and a faithful performance of his duty, 
he had brought into popular esteem and pat- 
ronage was not to be surrendered gratis. He 
agreed, therefor, with Mr. Glenn, to abandon 
the office upon the latter’s paying to him the 
sum of $500, or securing the amount in 
notes with good endorsement. 

Before the notes were signed, however, Mr. 
Glenn, like a prudent man, determined to 
make his “election sure,”’ and accordingly he 
went to see eaeh member of the grand jury. 
He obtained, as he thought, the pledges of 
fourteen members, and felt in the confidence 
of a good majority, that he could safely 
afford to give his notes. 

Accordingly, the notes were signed, and 
together with the signature of Mr. Glenn, the 
name of Mr. A. P. Woodward appeared as 
his security. Everything arranged, Mr. Glenn 
was serene in the satisfaction that he was 
virtually elected, and nothing entered his 
calculations except the number of days that 
would intervene before he should write his 
name with the appendix, “J. P.’’ 

But ‘“‘there’s many a slip,’”’ as the poet says, 
and when the office was filled by the grand 
jary. Captain J. G. Bloodworth was elected 
nstead of Mr. Glenn. 

That the latter was disappointed goes with- 
out saying, and whether he will pay the notes 
or not, is the question just now with Mr. 
Glenn. 

He says that he has gotten no value received 
and the consideration for which they were 
given has failed to materialize. 

Judge King contends that the notes were 
given fn good faith, and that no reason ex- 
ists for not paying them promptly at matnu- 

ty. He has furthermore abandoned his 
office, and claims that the amount is justly and 
fairly due him. — 

It is very probable that a lawsuit will be 
the outcome of the matter.
